withdrawn

WILMINGTON- California Prod- 
ucts withdrew their application 
for a flammables permit on Mon- 
day, in an attempt to defuse oppo- 
sition to the company’s proposed 
move into one of the buildings for- 
merly occupied by Sweetheart 
Plastics. 

A large crowd of concerned res- 
idents had expected to confront 
California Products representa- 
tives at the Board of Selectmen 
meeting on Monday when the 
board was expected to hear the 
company’s application for a 
flarnmables permit. 

But in a last minute decision the 
company decided to scuttle its en- 
tire inventory of products con- 
taining flammable substances, 
thereby rendering a flammables 
license a moot point. 

The abrupt withdrawal, which 
came without notification, upset 
opponents of the project, chiefly 
Rep. Jim Miceli and Sen. Bruce 
Tarr. 

Miceli suggested the company 
withdrew their application 
because of a lack of support from 
selectman, a claim which the 
company flatly denies. 

“We could have gotten the votes, 
but [Fire Chief Dan] Stewart was 
still opposed to our plan,” Califor- 
nia Products CEO Joe Junkin 
said. 

Stewart said the decision to 
eliminate flammables from the 
company's product line limited 
his jurisdiction, and although he 
is neither in favor of or against 
the project, he said he would con- 
sider the plans presented to him. 

"If [the plans] can work, then 
we'll let them work," Stewart 
said. 

According to Junkin, the deci- 
sion was made in response to 
Stewart’s concerns. Stewart has 
said the flammables California 
Products would house in their 
proposed Wilmington facility 
would put firefighters at risk, and 


could pose a danger to nearby 
residents. 

The company considered other 
approaches to decrease their 
stock of flammables, but found 
that none of these approaches 
lessened Stewart’s fire safety con- 
cerns, Junkin said. 

The elimination of flammables 
would cost the company only one

Company faces legal action

WILMINGTON- Paint smell 
problems persist for a Main 
Street company, and have led to 
legal action being taken. 

An arraignment has been sched- 
uled. for 128 Collision Center, 275 
Main St., on March 23 at 8:30 a.m. 
at the Woburn District Court, in 
connection with their apparent 
failure to abate a paint smell 
which has been troubling nearby 
residents since May of 1998. 

A Clerk Magistrate found proba- 
ble cause to move forward with 
an arraignment, following a 
series of hearings on the paint 
odor problem held over the three 
months between the 128 Collision 
Center and the Board of Health 
and Town Counsel. 

Following an arraignment, typi- 
cally a case would proceed to the 
pre-trial stage. 

In the months leading up to the 
arraignment, 128 Collision Center 
was given several opportunities to 
abate its paint odor nuisance. The 
Board of Health issued two sepa- 
rate abatement orders on July 13 
and Aug, 18, a subsequent show- 
cause hearing with the Board of 
Health and the Town Counsel be- 
fore a clerk magistrate at the 
Woburn District Court was con- 
tinued twice, and lasted for over 


three months, while attempts 
were made to solve the problem. 

Town Counsel Alan Altman, on 
Dec. 28 of 1998, went on record 
saying the company was making 
good faith efforts to cease emis- 
sion of the paint smell. 

The company spent $24,000 on 
air emissions tests, and raised the 
emissions stacks on the roof of 
their auto body shop to a height 
of 48 feet. But releasing the emis- 
sions at an increased height was 
not an effective solution, and 
neighbors continued to report a 
paint smell to the Board of 
Health. 

Particularly affected are resi- 
dents of abutting Brand Ave. 

Tracy Peterson, 6 Brand Ave., 
has said the paint fumes have de- 
scended on her and her neighbors 
homes, and attributes the fumes 
to health problems affecting her- 
self and her sons Lucas MacNeill, 
5, and Zachary MacNeill, 3. 

Legal counsel to the 128 Colli- 
sion Center, John Connolly, Jr., 
would not comment on any mat- 
ters related to the case, except to 
clarify that 128 Collision Center is 
not synonymous with Car Mart 
Subaru, as has previously been 
reported.

Michael Newhouse, he considers

WILMINGTON - Just hours be- 
fore a Cambridge-based paint 
company was scheduled to appear 
at Monday’s selectmen meeting to 
request permission to store flam- 
mable liquids at a Burlington Ave- 
nue building, town officials re- 
ceived word that the company had 
decided to withdraw its permit ap- 
plication. 

In a letter to Selectmen Chair- 
man Michael Newhouse, Attorney 
Robert Peterson stated that his 
client, California Products Corpo- 
ration, had no intention of pursu- 
ing the request to store up to 5,000 
gallons of flammable paint-mak- 
ing liquids at a Sweetheart Plas- 
ties building which the company 


has agreed to lease out. While the 
flammables permit has been 
dashed, Peterson said that Cali- 
fornia Products will work cooper- 
atively with Fire Chief Daniel 
Stewart to address any remaining 
concerns and “are looking forward 
to working with the remaining 
town boards and officials as we 
continue the permitting process.”

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Local Make-A-Wish returns to its roots

TEWKSBURY- Three hundred 
people will gather to celebrate the, 
20th birthday of former Wilming- 
tonresident Colleen O'Brienon Feb. 
21, despite the fact that she died of 
the rare Neiman-Pick neurological 
disease at the age of eight 

The Friends of the Make-a-Wish 
Foundation of Greater Boston will 
sponsor its 12th annual Colleen 
O'Brien memorial fund-raising 
dance at the Knights of Columbus 
Hall, Main Street, on Feb. 20 at 7 
p.m. The dance is scheduled as 
close as possible to O'Brien's birth- 
day 

‘Colleen’s dance is the oldest fund- 
raiser for Make-A-Wish's Greater 
Boston chapter, and what is more, 
Colleen was the local chapters first 
recipient 

Her mother Pat was introduced 
tothe group through her sister Ann. 
Ann worked in Boston, and had 
inquired about a group that could 
grant wishes, which ledher to Make- 
A-Wish who had just established a 
Jocal chapter 

Pat and Colleen met with Make- 
A-Wish in June of 1987, and after an 
interview process the groupgranted 
Colleen’s wish, and sent her on a 


two week vacation to her favorite 
place, York Beach, ME. 

“They provided us with a cot- 
tage, transportation, recreation, 
food,” Pat said. “All expenses were 
paid, we didn’t spend any money.” 

Colleen returned from the trip 
on Aug. 1, she died on Nov. 1 

The following Spring of 1988, Pat 
and her sisters organized a fund- 
raising dance for Make-A-Wish at 
the Elks Hall in Tewksbury. It was 
the groups only fund-raising event 
that year and raised $800. Last year, 
25 volunteers helped with the dance, 
and numerous fund-raisers raised 
over $12,000 for the group. 

The dance venue was switched 
to the Tewksbury Knights of Co- 
lumbus Hall five years ago. 

With the contributions they've 
received, the Greater Boston Make- 
A-Wish has granted over 850 wishes 
since Colleen’s, and they now num- 
ber over 200 volunteers 

One volunteer is Wilmington resi- 
dent Thomas Convery 

Convery volunteered to work for 
Make-A-Wish in 1994, after a stint 
as a “Big Brother” for the state 
department of social services. He 
joined because he wanted the op- 
portunity to work closely with kids. 


Although he has not kept track 
of the number of wishes he has 
granted, he said it is in the “double 
digits.” 

In the past week, he has helped 
to fulfill three wishes. One involved 
sending a child to see the Pro-Bowl 
in Hawaii, which meant coordinat- 
ing thetrip with the Hawaiian Make- 
A-Wish chapter. 

“{Convery] goes above and be 
yond the call of duty,” Pat said 
“Many Make-A-Wish volunteers will 
see a child off when their plane 
leaves for a trip, but he'll also be 
there to greet the kid when his 
plane returns.” 

Convery actually was at the air- 
port on Tuesday to greet the child, 
even carrying the child’s bags to 
the limousine the group had rented 
for the occasion. Next week, he will 
conduct an exit interview with the 
child. 

Last week he fulfilled a double 
wish, which involved buying com- 
puters for two siblings. 

Convery said he has a deep in- 
volvement in fulfilling the children's 
wishes, treating every wish as if it 
were his own. He also puts himself 
inthe children’s shoes to determine 
if he’s fulfilling the wish in a way 


they'd enjoy. 

“T try to put myself in the kid’s 
place,” Convery said. “When I was 
at Staples shopping for the comput- 
ers, I tried to pick out computer 
accessories they would be inter- 
ested in.” 

Convery said he enjoyed attend- 
ing Pat's dance because the people 
who attended it had a real interest 
in Make-A-Wish. 

“Some corporate fund-raisers 
can feel a bit stuffy, but at Pat's I 
enjoy myself,” Convery said. “Ilike 
her type of crowd, they really want 
to be there.” 

Inadditionto the O’Brien Dance, 
the foundation hosts a number of 
other fund-raisers, all of the profits 
of which go directly to the Make-A- 
Wish foundation. Volunteers such 
as Pat and Convery are not paid for 
their efforts. 

The O’Brien dance marks the 
end of the groups fund-raising year, 
when the group counts up its total 
contributions for the year, and the 
next year of fund-raising begins in 
March. 

This year is a special year for 
the Greater Boston Chapter, be- 
cause next February was to be 
Colleen’s 21st birthday, The foun-

MBTA handicapped transport 


"The Ride" turns 
into "The Wait" 


WILMINGTON (AP) — The 
MBTA has a program, called 
The Ride, to help disabled and 
elderly people get around. 

But some frequent users of 
the service say a better name 
might be “The Wait” because 
its vans and taxis frequently 
arrive hours late and, in many 
cases, don’t arrive at all. 

“It’s an awful problem,” said 
Elinor Silva, 72, a wheelchair- 
bound Wilmington _ nursing 
home resident who claims her 
driver failed to show up more 
than 10 times in the past year 
to take her to twice-weekly ex- 
ercise sessions. 

Advocates for the disabled 
and elderly say they have been 
swamped with complaints from 
users of The Ride in the last 
few months. 

Massachusetts Bay Trans- 
portation Authority General 
Manager Robert Prince said he 
heard so many complaints that 
he called a get-tough meeting 
in November with the seven 
companies that provide the ser- 
vice. 

Startup problems in a new 
computer system and _in- 
creased demand for The Ride 
services help explain much, but 
not all, of the problem. 

Attributing some of the dif- 
ficulties to management of the 
companies that run the vans, 
Prince imposed $30,000 in 
penalties recently on those 
with poor records, and vowed 
to rewrite the language of new 
contracts to exact greater 
penalties for poor service. 

Prince said he couldn’t bear 
hearing complaints from elder- 
ly residents who got trips from 
The Ride to medical appoint- 
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ments at hospitals but were left 
waiting for hours to return 
home. 

“The complaints we were 
getting were not just everyday 
complaints, but horrendous 
ones,” he told The Boston 
Globe. ‘ 

While users of the program 
said they know rides are not 
guaranteed, many said they 
are furious that they don’t even 
get a courtesy phone call when 
there are delays. 

“It’s been a fiasco,” said 
Christopher Coyle, a client ser- 
vices. advocate for the Massa- 
chusetts Office on Disability. 

Mary Lou Daly, manager of 
transportation access for the 
MBTA, said enrollment in the 
federally mandated program 
has soared. It serves anyone 
who applies and can prove they 
cannot use public transporta- 
tion because of physical, emo- 
tional or mental disabilities. 
There are about 48,000 users of 
The Ride in the 62 communities 
it serves, up 25 percent from a 
year ago. 

Users pay $1 per ride for 
short trips, and additional $1 
increments for longer rides. 

Daly said it is not easy to ac- 
commodate the average 31,000 
ride requests received each 
week, 

Based on the federal Amer- 
icans with Disabilities Act of 
1990, transit programs for the 
disabled must let participants 
ask for.as many rides as they 
want. Van companies, cannot 
ieee a person’s request 

ased on the reason for the re- 
quest, whether it be a medical 
visit or a hair appointment.

Important tests 


Sit down, take the SAT

Tewksbury - Tests. They are a 
part of every high school student’s 
life. Some are more important than 
others (like a weekly quiz com- 
pared to the SAT’s), but any test 
can be a nerve-racking experience 
There are several crucial tests vir- 
tually every high school student 
will eventually have to take, while 
there are others that are taken just 
to see how a student will do and 
what they can accomplish 

One of the crucial tests is, of 
course, the Scholastic Aptitude Test, 
also known as the SAT’s.. The test, 
which can be given as the SAT-I: 
Reasoning Test or the SAT-II: Sub- 
ject Test, is the standardized ad- 
missions test that is required by 
many colleges throughout the coun- 
try. The three hour SAT-I mea- 
sures aptitude (not knowledge) in 
two sections, math and verbal, and 
is the one most often taken by stu- 
dents. The SAT-II measures how 
much a student has learned in a 
particular subject area. The one 


hour test is offered in subjects like 
literature, English composition, 
mathematics, American history, 
biology, chemistry, Spanish, Latin, 
and French. Administered by the 
College Entrance Examination 
Board, the tests are taken on Satur- 
days throughout the school year. 

The stress of the Scholastic As- 
sessment Test can perhaps be light- 
ened for some students by first 
taking the Preliminary Scholastic 
Aptitude Test (PSAT). Itis given to 
sophomores and juniors togivethem 
some idea of what their score will 
be on the SAT’s. The test, given 
each October, can also be an exam 
for students to qualify for the Na- 
tional Merit Scholarship Program. 
Juniors who have a high enough 
score can win letters of commenda- 
tion or become semifinalists or fi- 
nalists for a scholarship. 

Students in the tenth grade take 
a test that is meant to match a 
student’s interests and abilities with 
their aptitude. The PLAN test 
matches career choices with what 


the student chose as their interests. 
The PLAN test is a pre-test for the 
ACT, an alternative to the SAT, 
given by The American College 
Testing program. P 

For those students who take 
Advanced Placement courses in 
high school, there is yet another 
test they must take-the A. P. Exam 
for that particular class. Tewks- 
bury Memorial High School has 
Advanced Placement courses’ in 
American History, Biology, British 
Literature, Calculus, and Physies. 
The exam is given by the Guidance 
Counselors at TMHS in May. The 
tests are scored on a scale of one to 
five, anda score of athree or higher 
allows the student the opportunity 
to receive college credit. 

Although all of these tests can 
make people want to pull their hair 
out, by doing well on them students 
not only feel the satisfaction of 
succeeding, but also further their 
education as well. j

In all nearly 40 
percent of the calls to 9-1-1 are not 
even intended. 

In most instances of the aban- 
doned and hang up calls, people 
were embarrassed when they real- 
ized they called or had reached the 
police and just hung up, If a mis- 
take is made, please stay on the line 
so a dispatcher can be assured that 
there is not an emergency that an 
officer must respond to. 

It is more embarrassing for the 
police and for you to fave a police 
car come screaming up to your 
front door with lights and siren 
than to stay on the line and verify 
some information witha dispatcher. 
Because of the problems of false 
calls on the 9-1-1 system it is recom- 
mended that 9-1-1 not be pro- 
grammed into the phone. If you are 
using a speed dialer, you must press 
at least two keys to dial anyway. 
The time saved in not pressing a 
third key is not a significant 
timesaver. If 9-1-1 must be pro- 
grammed into your phone, we sug- 
gest that it be placed in the number 
9 position (9 for 911) or any position 
you would like other than number 1. 

The public’s cooperation will be 
greatly appreciated in helping the 
police department in reducing the 
number of false calls to which they 
must respond.

Junkin reiterated the company’s 
decision to phase out products 
which contain flammables. 

“We will eliminate flammables 
from the plant, we have no inten- 
tion of going in under one guise 
and then switching to another,” 
Junkin said. “If we make a com- 
mitment to the town to not use 
flammables, then we won't.” 

But despite whether California 
Products eliminates flammables 
from their production or not, 
Miceli remains in firm opposition 
to the company’s proposed move. 

Miceli continues to assert that 
California Products is an inappro- 
priate fit for Wilmington, or for 
any other city or town. He added 
that the only areas that would 
accept the company were eco- 
nomically depressed areas that 
needed to take in marginal com- 
panies for the economic benefit. 

Although companies _ storing 
high amounts of flammables and 
hazardous substances already 
exist in town, California Products 
did not have to add to the prob- 
lem, Miceli said. 

“This is a problem we can 
refuse,” Miceli said. 

Junkin said his company re- 
mains focused on Wilmington as 
a new home, and insists the com- 
pany will be a safe neighbor to 
nearby residents. In their current 
location, abutters are located 
within 40 feet of the factory, in 
buildings higher than the factory 
level. 

Junkin said these residents 
would be the first to experience 
any emissions related health 
problems, of which there have not 
been any. 

“Our emissions are monitored

route to take for drainage is a 
stormwater management area, us- 
ing an infiltration basin and not 
underground infiltration cham- 
bers. “The existing septic system 
is within the parking lot and the 
infiltration chambers would be in 
too close proximity to the septic 
and associated leach field,” she 
said. The chamber system would 
be located underground, under the 
parking lot. Keeley believes the 
chambers are a better choice 
because less wetlands would be 
disrupted in the installation. 

“We need an existing condition 
plan,” Keeley said. A question 
was raised about what was previ- 
ously filled in at the site before the 
daycare facility was proposed. By 
comparing the existing condition 
plan with the previous ones, any 
non-compliance issues could be 
addressed. Additional issues con- 
cern the mean annual water, more 
accurate maps, the exact location 
of the septic system and leach 
field, fencing, and a perk test 
result. These items will be 
addressed at the next meeting 
Feb. 17th 

At its meeting on February 3rd 
regarding the development of a 
driving range on 937 Old Main St., 
the Commission voted to approve 
a “Denial Order of Conditions.” 
The Commission stated in the 
denial that “[the proposal] failed 
to protect the interests specified 
in the Wetlands Protection Act.” 
The Commission found that it un- 
derstated the amount of proposed 
wetland alteration. Much of the 
“undisturbed wetland area is pro- 

to be covered with netting, 
which will alter vegetation” and 
disrupt wildlife habitat value. In 
addition, it fails “to meet perfor- 
mance standards for wetland 
replication.” 

Regarding the “Order of Re- 
source Area Delineation” for 24 
Industrial Way, the Commission 
concluded that the two wetlands 
are, in fact, one wetland system. 
The wetland delineation on the 
plan “Wetland Resource Areas” 
dated September 10, 1998, revised 
11/18/98 and last revised 12/14/98, 
does not accurately portray the 
boundaries of bordering vegetated 
wetland at this site. Additionally, 
the land subject to flooding must 
be bordering land subject to flood- 
ing, not isolated land subject to 
flooding. The Order was 
approved.

Lindsay Dias, as tiny as she is at 
16, has experienced more in her 
lifetime than most people have by 
age 40, if that 

Dias, born with a genetically- 
passed disease, Cystic Fibrosis, 
underwent an intensive double lung 
transplant less than two years ago. 

The procedure and recovery stole 
away the triumphs and turbulence 
of her normal teenage life, but, 
provided her with the ability to 
breath sufficiently and just be a 
"normal" teenage girl again. 

Her daily regimen now consists 
of swinging from bars, balancing 
on beams and vaulting her small 
frame through the air in competi- 
tion. That's what being a member 
of the Tewksbury High School's 
gymnastics team is all about. 

"Lindsay is very spirited and 
rolls with the punches,’ said head 
coach Eileen Murphy. "She came 
to the gym last September to work 
out to see if she could do it. She felt 
good and became a part of the 
team." 

Breathing 10 times better, as 
Dias puts it, has surely provided 
her with a new outlook on life and 
sports. Murphy admits that she 
was wary of the capacity of Dias' 
activity inthe gym. However, it did 
not set her aside from therest of the 
team. 

"She did not get any special treat- 
ment. We expected a lot of restric- 
tions, but really there were none. 
She is a good high school gymnast." 

Although the team did not fare 
as well as they hoped to this season, 
Dias was pleased with her personal 
achievements. 

"I did pretty good this year," she 
said. 

The new set of lungs, she claims, 
has given her the opportunity to 
live out her desires as a sports nut 

Aside from gymnastics; tennis, 
cheerleading and perhaps a spot on 
the spring track or softball team 
await Dias’ athletic cravings.

ond the bridal party, many guests and family mem- 
bers had special roles in what Lance calls “a participatory 
wedding.” Mil’s mom did the flowers, from the bridal -bou- 
quet to the table arrangements; an aunt from her extended 
family was the jeweler who designed the rings.

It seemed as though everyone wanted 
a chance. 

“That whole process of having the community be the 
ultimate authority that affirms your union is a tradition we 
really have a lot of respect for,” Lance says. 

The Quaker aspect provided one of the day’s highlights 
for Lance. The other was when he and Mil repeated the 
vows they had written. “I thought that moment was magical

Rotondo also notes that no 
“wood or glass is ever allowed in 
‘the plant. All of the production 
pallets are plastic and all of the 
machinery is stainless steel and 
on, wheels. 

As for quality, that is one of 
the lessons that Rotondo learned 
from his father, Charl’s, Sr, who 
started the company in Medford 
in the early 1950's. 

“I was born and brought up in 
‘the ice cream business,” Rotondo, 
who at 47, claims to have been in 
the business for 39 years, said. 

“I went to the University of Ice 
Cream,” he joked. 

According to Rotondo, his 
father used to put~a milk crate 
next to a production table so that 

“the son could reach the table and 
work in the plant. 

Among the lessons that 
Rotondo learned from his father 
was the fact that people will pay 
for quality. 

“As the prices may have boost- 

‘wed up over the years,” Rotondo 
said, “I never cut quality. 

Charl’s, Sr. (the way his name 
was spelled and the reason for 
the company name) was able to 
‘develop quite a bit of business 
within the confines of 
Massachusetts and stayed with 


the restaurant, hotels and ban- 
quet halls. 

Rotondo said, “In 1970 I want- 
ed to grow to the same audience 
but to reach more of New 
England.” 

At that time, the company was 
able to reach their customers 

with the 10-12 company owned 
trucks and salespeople. 

In 1983 Rotondo started to look 
into New York. However, he 
noticed that truck sales and 
delivery was becoming more 
expensive the more he traveled 

That was when the decision 
was made to get out of the truck- 
ing business and go with indepen- 
dent distributors. As a result 
Char!’s now commands most of 
the ice cream specialty market 
up and down the East Coast from 
Maine to Florida.
